It's time to support your radio: 


Yes indeed, its time for the Fall Marathon, and we 
are here once again stressing the importance of 
your support, 


For the nine days from October 39 through November 
7th we are eeine to have special programming each 
night (see inside guide), and you'll hear a lot of 
familiar, and not so familiar, voices encouraging 
you to step forward via your telephone, and put 
your money where your ears are, It will be good 
time for you to tell your friends about the station, 
get them to tune in, and we'll work on their 
wallets, 


KRAB is noncommercial independent public radio. 
It has no institutional affiliation, unlike most 
of the so-called "public" radio stations that are 
in fact tied to institutions, schools, colleges, 
universities, etc. KRAB receives no funding from 
institutional sugar daddies; while it gets a tax 
break (being non-profit means mostly tax-exempt) , 
it receives no tax dollars. 


The station relies on the support of its listeners, 
and in this way it is assured that it will be both 
free from the controlling interests and restrictions 
that single source fynding would impose, and that 
it will be responsive to the diverse needs that are 
waiting to be met by a truely open radio station. 


Clearly this places a burden on the listeners: You 
have to pay for what you hear. And in the most 
direct sense, for our ability to produce exciting 
and worthwhile programming depends on your willing- 
ness to contribute. 


On November 2nd many of you will be participating 
in the Democratic Process. To those of you not 
overly cynical I would like to suagest that KRAB, 
too, is a place that requires your exercising your 
option in order to survive. It will only be as 
good as you will help it to be, 


Freedom of the press is in the end dependent upon 
the wiliingness of many to keep a channel of 
expression open to those other people with ideas 
and opinions very different from those held by 
the prevailing majority. It is sad that the 
"many" with tolerance and open-ness have, in the 
past, been so few., Let us hope that, beginning 
with this marathon, our number will increase, 
and our effectiveness as a vehicle of communi- 
cation will improve as the result. 


I could go on like this at considerable length, but 
I know you'll be hearing a lot of people this week 
saying much the same thing, so I'llconstrain myself 
to one last comment. In recent years as "public" 
broadcasting has expanded, more and more tax 
Supported stations have taken to asking for 
listener support to further fatten their already 
burgeoning budgets. While they are certainly free 
to engage in such activities, it impresses me as 
just a little unethical, if not sinister, to use 

my and your tax dollars to pay for stodgy program- 
ming, use it to match federal grants, and then 

turn around and ask the listeners to fork’ over 
more. KRAB is not that way, and barring a radical 
reorganization, will never be supported in an 
substantial amount by tax monies. It is indepen- 
dent, independent from private and public or govern- 
mental controls and influence, and while we try as 
we might to acquire grants for special projects, 
we belive firmly in the concepts of listener support-| 
ed radio espoused by Lew Hill some 30 years ago. 


And so we ask you to join us. If you are not already}

In recent years certain words have come to be 
associated with radio stations like KRAB: “access", 
"community", "public", "alternative", etc. We 
abhor such cliches. They degrade the concept, 
reducing it to a conceptual framework small enough 
and shaped to fit in pigeon hole like minds. 

KRAB, we hope, will always be more than any of 
those phrases. Instead of devoting our time to 
any single, and ingrown, "community", KRAB will 
continue to provide worthwhile informative and 
enlightening programming that we hope will be as 
meaninaful for listeners to hear as it is for 
producers to produce. The programming will not 
be given to entertaining any single self-aggran- 
dizing group or aimed at an amorphous mass, but 
will be desiqned to reach and communicate, at 


different times, with a wide variety of people 
with varying backgrounds, opinions and interests. 


Early in the formation of KRAB it was argued that 
for a radio station to be truely responsive to 
the needs of that part of "the community" not 
favored with access to, or programming produced 
by, commercial media, that station must, among 
other things, be operated by a small, dedicated, 
low paid staff whose goal is to encourage and 
Support. the activities of volunteers in producing 
the actual programming. This continues to be the 
way of KRAB. There are many things ‘things for 
volunteers to do at KRAB, ranging from recording, 
board operation and production to vital support 
activities such as addressing, envelope stuffing, 
and cleaning. If you are interested give us a 
call, 325-5110.
